After the Communist occupation of Shanghai the representatives** of the 
Soviet Merchant Marine Administration (Sovtorgflot) handed over to the 
Shanghai Communist authorities 12 American-type large flat-bottom ships 
and 3 small ships that the representatives had hired from Chinese shipping 
companies when the Nationalists controlled the city. 


The Communists are now taking a thorough census of Shanghai. 


On 9 June the Shanghai Public Security Bureau announced that all buildings 
constructed without official permission will be torn down soon. 


At a recent Shanghai teachers! meeting called by the Military Control 
Committee, it was announced that all teachers were soon to receive the fol- 
lowing temporary maintenance allowances in addition to their present small 
salarlegtickt ;
